Either the backbone 
of unionism is to be broken, its 
leders discredited and its radicals, 
forever crushed, or a political crisis 
of tremendous signfficance will re- 
sult,

Both Sides Digging In. 


Both sides spent Friday digging 
themselves in. The government is- 
sued q final statement of its posi- 
tion. It declared that -the miners’ 
hahd had been called, and that with 
the workers’ insistence of a flat 
increase of wages, Without guaran- 
tee of production, ne further con- 
elliatory steps could be taken. In 
he meantime, every department of 

e government was exerting its ef- 
forts to throw a bulwark around 
the nation’s supplies. Huge stores 
of coal were piled in districts easily 
accessible to manufacturing and 
great residential centers. 

The ministry Friday night an- 
nounceéd that passenger service on 
railways would not be curtailed un- 
til the usual October exodus to 
the country was completed. It will 
then be cut‘down from 20 to 30 
per cent. Tha suburban and city 
services will be maintained indef- 
initely, although non-essential 
freight will be subjected to delays. 

The board of trade, in an official 
statement, announced that all pub- 
lic utilities would continue opera- 
tion for three months after the pro- 
duction of coal ceased. 
¢.Coal exporters are negotiating for 
purchases from America*and China 
for delivery on the continent.

Secretary Daniels Names 


‘Board to Investigate the 
Charge of Alleged Kill- 
ing of Haitian Prisoners. 


CONDUCT OF MARINES 
DEFENDED BY DANIELS 


He Says That They Have 

Shown Forbearance Ex- 
cept in a Few Cases. 
Secretary Explains De- 
lay in Making Public 
Col. Russell’s Charges. 


Washington, .October 15.—Secre- 
tary Daniels announced today that 
he had appointed a board of inquiry 
to make a thorough investigation 
of “all wrongs alleged to have 
been committe by United States ma- 
rines in Haiti,” and particularly 
the reference to “indiscriminate 


killing” in Brigadier General 
George Barnett’s confidential let- 


ter of a year ago to Colonel John 
H. Russell, marine commander in 
Haiti. 

General Barnett, former com- 
mandant of the marine corps, who 
left Washington yesterday for San 
Francisco, has been recalled to 
Washington, Secretary Daniels 
said, to appear before the board 
as a witness. 

The board, which is composed 
of Rear Admirals Henry T. Mayo 
and J. H. Oliver, and Brigadier 
General] J. H. Pendleton, of the ma- 
rine corps, has been directed to 
“sift every bit of evidence,” Mr. 
Daniels said, to the end that “any 
man in American uniform guilty 
of wrongdoing shall be brought to 
trial and punished.” | 

> Russell Report Made Publie. 

‘Secretary Daniels, at the ~ same 
time, made public Colonel Russell's 
report on the investigation ordered 
by General Barnett. Although dil- 
rected to the department under date 
of March 13, 1920, the report never 
reached there, the secretary said 
until brought back by Major Gener- 
al John A. Lejeune, commandant of 
the corps, on his recent return from 
Haiti. A joint report of General 
Lejeune and _ Brigadier Genera! 
Smedley D. Butler, who accompa- 
nied the marine corps commandant 
to Haiti, giving the result of a sup- 
plementary investigation made by 
them during their visit to Haiti, 
also was given out. 

Colonel Russell's report of last 
March giving the result of evidence 
adduced at the trial ° two marine 
privates which showed, the general 
said, there had been “practically 
indiscriminate killing” of * captive 
bandits, placed the responsibility 
for “conditions” in northern Haiti 
on Major Clark H. Wells, who had 
previously been in command in that 
district. +

FolHowing the failure Friday of 
local coal dealers to agree with 
United States District Attorney 
Hooper Alexander as to what consti- 
tutes a fair retail coal price, and 
the subsequent formation of a com- 
mittee of dealers to hold another 
conference on the matter today, The 
Constitution lagt night sent tele- 
grams to newspapers in twelve 
southern cities asking for prevail- 
ing retail coal prices, and the in- 
formation secured from eleven re- 
Plies indicated that the price fn 
only one city approached the rate 
of $17.25 per ton now prevailing in 
Atlanta for good. grade coal. 

Raleigh, with coal quoted at $17 
per ton, led the list. with Nash- 
ville qyoting the cheapest rate at 
$8 per ton. A dispatch from Rich- 
mond said. that soft coal priaes

Stover’s Statement. 

Fr, T. Stover, chairman of the 
local coal dealers’ committee, when 
informed Friday night of the results 
of The Constitution’s inquiries, de- 
clared that prices quoted in other 
cities were entirely in keeping with 
prices in Atlanta when freight 
charges to Atlanta are considered. 
He said that, although the maxi- 
mum price here is $17.25 per ton, 
the average price is $15.50, and the 
minimum price is $14.60 per ton.. 

“In comparing Atlanta coal prices 
with those of other cities,” Mr. 
Stover said, “you must not only 
consider freight charges to the city, 
but you must oonsider the quality 
of coal on which the figures from 
other cities are quoted. Nashville, 
for instance, where a very low rate 
is quoted, gets its coal from the 
western Kentucky coal mines, be- 
cause of their proximity. The coal

“The freight on a ton of coal 
frm our mines to Atlanta is $2.56, 
with eight cents added for war tax, 
whereas freight charges from the 
Western Kentucky caol fields to 
Nashville are much smaller, as the 
shipments are made direct over the 
Tennessee Central railroad. Ot 
course, the difference An freight is 
not wholly responsible for the big 
difference, but some consideration 
should be given to the fact that 
coal received in Atlanta is of a 
much befter quality than that mincd 
in western Kentucky.”

Detroit, October 15.—Governor 
Cox, of Ohio, democratie presiden- 
tial candidate, announced here to- 
night that his campaign would be 
fought equarely upon the league 
of nations issue as drawn by Sen- 
ator Harding, his republican opp %- 
nent, in the latter's Des Moines 
speech, in which the senator said 
he favored “staying out.” 

The  governor’s announcement 
was made in a statement replying 
to that issued today by thirty-one 
prominent republicans, headed by 
Elihu Root, Herbert. lloover, Henry 
W. Taft and others, declaring their 
support of Senator Harding. 

Governor Cox’s Statement. 

The governor said he did not see 
how the signers could consistently 
support Harding. His statement 
said: 

“The gentlemen say ‘the qdestion 
is whether we shall join an agree- 
ment containing the exact provi- 
sion negotiated by President Wil- 
son or an agreement which omits 
or modifies some of its provisions.’ 
It is to be inferred that any one 
who stands for the covenant as

DISASTROUS RESULTS 
FEARED BY THE BOARD 


If Credit Restrictions 
Should Be _ Lifted for 
Cotton—Board Criti- 
cised by Several Sena- 
tors—New Statement of 
Credit Policy to Be 
Made. a 


Washington, October 15.—Repree 
sentatives of southern cotton com- 
mission merchants appealed to the 
federal reserve board today for suse 
pension of regulations defining ree 
discountable financial~paper in an- 
other effort to gain relief from the 
credit “stringency,” which cotton 
interests deolare has struck the 
whole industry. 

Propositions luld before the board, 
however, were declared by Governor 
Harding to be so intricate and to in- 
volve such serious questions that 
the delegation, numbering thirty or 
more, was given no definite reply. 
Five southern senators headed the 
committee, which was made up en- 
tirely of cotton factors or commis- 
sion men and bankers. 

Fear “Disastroug Results.” 

Board members indicated they 
feared the “disastrous” results te 
business generally shauld the re- 
strictions about which the cotton 
men complained be lifted. Suspene- 
sion of the regulations, even teme- 
porarily, it was said, would mean a 
flooding of reserve banks with r 
vOunts sought On paper classified a 


similar to the obligations which the 
cotton men desired to have ac- |

cepted. 

Specifically, the delegation asked 
that the reserve banks be permitted 
to rediscount paper on which the 
commission men had made advances 
to the cotton planter. Governor 
Harding declared, however, th 


form of paper, even though secured> 


by mortgage on the planter’s crop, 
did not come within the meaning of 
the federal reserve act, which de- 
fined the elasses of obligations 


which might be rediscounted. Hes 


said the loans represented an ad- 
vance on an option, the commission 
man himself not being engaged in 
elther agricultural or industrial pro- 
ductions,; as required, in order that 
his note might be rediscounted. 

Senator Smith, of Georgia, told the 
board that probably half of the en- 
tire year’s crop of cotton was tied 
up under such paper. He urged 
“some sort of help, even if it is only 
a temporary suspension of the regu- 
lations until congress can amend the 
law.” He believed the change would 
be “readily and easily made at the 
next session.” 

The board was criticised by sev« 
eral of the senators, who declared it 
had not construed the law as its 
framers had intended. Governor 
Harding replied that the board had 
interpreted the provisions of the act 
along what it believed to be sound 
banking lines.

adopted with or without reserva- 
tlons is friendly to the league, and 
that any one who is against th: 
covenant, with or without reserva- 
tions, is clearly opposed to the 
league. Senator Harding, in his 
Des Moines speech, said: ‘Gov- 
ernor Cox favors going into the 
league and I favor staying out. 
It is not interpretation but rejec- 
tion I am seeking.” I leave the 
people of America to decide the 
case just as these gentlemen have 
presented it. I submit in answer 
the spoken words of Senator Har- 
ding.

Cox at Harding’s Home. 


A feature was a speech at Marion, 
the home of Senator Harding. Sev- 
eral thousand persons there and 
at other Ohio points, cheered and 
applauded the democratic presiden- 
tail candidate. At Marion, however, 
the governor made no personal ref- 
erence to Mr. Harding. The sena- 
—_ was out of town on his Indiana 
trip. 

The big crowd at Marion heard 

the governor from a temporary 
platform near the railroad station. 
several blocks from the front porch 
which the governor has ridiculed 
for weeks. 
Arriving at 11 o’clock, an hour 
late, two brass bands escorted the 
governor to the platform nearby, to 
which he walked amid handshaking 
crowds, amd had literally to fight 
his way through the cheering 
crowds. There were a few cries of 
“Hurrah for Harding.” 

Opening his addresse, the gover- 
nor fold how he had gone through 
the country touching elbows with 
the people, learning their problems 
and permitting them to ask ques- 
tions. 

Seeing railroad men in working 
clothes in the crowd, the governor 
paid a tribute to “the boys in over- 
alls,” and said: “We have fought 
together the forces of reaction,” de- 
claring that “the same forces of ré- 
action and big business” were ar- 
rayed against him. ; 

Caustic Reply to Harding. : 

Caustic reply was made by Gover- 
nor Cox, at Carey, Ohio, to Senator 
Harding’s statement yesterday re- 
garding printing of the league covy- 
enent. Reiterating charges that 
there was “a conspiracy of silence” 
against the democratic cause and 
that the opposition was not giving 
the public copies of the league cove- 
nant, Governor Cox said: 

“Senator Harding refers to. my 
charge that the republicans dare 
not print as a document the cove- 
nant of the league of nations in or- 
der that the public might read it, 
by stating that the peace treatv 
runs into 80,000 words; but, of 
course, he knows the differsnce be- 
tween the treaty and the covenant. 
The latter stands out separate and 
alone, as distinct as the eighteenth 
amendment to the constitution. The 
covenant requires less than four 
columns of space in a newspaper, 
und yet the candidate for the presi- 
dency attempts to justify the con- 
Spiracy of silence by a clearly im- 
plied misrepresentation.

In a Religious Vein. 

Most of Governor Cox’s Ohio 
Speeches today were from the rear 
platform, in compliance with his de- 
mands for less strenuous work re- 
quired in leaving his train and mo- 
toring to town rostrums. At al]] 
stops he was reeted by large 
crowds and applauded frequently. 
His league arguments were in a se- 
rious, religious vein and, as in re- 
cent speeches, he quoted the Bible 
declaring to every audience that, in 
championing the league, he stood 
on “for the creed of Christ, and not 
the creed of Cain.” He reiterated 
that congress only could declare 
war and that the league council’s 
judgments were advisory only, leav- 
ing American policy to be deter- 
mipee finally by congress.

PRODUGERS HOPE 
FOR SOME RELIEF 
BY GOVERNMENT 


Washington, October 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Not wholly discouraged by 
the flat, if not brutal, refusal] of 
Secretafy of fhe Treasury Houston 
and members of the federal reserve 
board to aid them in their effort 
tor relieve. the impending crisis 
facing the farmers, the committee 
of oped | producers who re- 
mained in Washington today still 
entértain hope that something may 
yet be done by the governmcat 
which may relieve their plight. 

It is expected that a statement 
will bé made by the federal re- 
serve board concerning the board's 
future attitude and _recommenda- 
tions. It is also expected that 
at least one member of the cabi- 
net, Secretary Houston, who has 
peen friendly and sympathetic 
in the.farmers’ cause, will work out 
some plan which will enaodle the 
farmer to move his crops in an or- 
derly way. 

Congress May Act. 

Strong intimations were given 
last night by Senator Smith of 
South Carolina and other congres- 
sional representatives at the con- 
ference«that, shou'd the govern- 
ment fail the farmers in this crisis, 


the matter will be brought to the 
attention of cangress when it meets 
in December, ‘With a view of having 
a congressional investigation of the 
federal reserve board. If such a 
proposition is put up to congress 
there is little doubt that it would 
pass. No senator Or congressman 18 
going to vote against any action 
that may come before congress 
looking toward relief for those who 
till the soil. So that all that is 
necessary for such an investigation 
is for someone to offer a resolution 
looking to that end. 

The producers did not file with 
the federal reserve board the state- 
ment of their position as contem- 
plated last night. All angles of the 
situation, it was said, a been 
presented to the governmeht .offi- 
cials in control of the government's 
finances, and nothing further can 
be added. If thé case which they 
have presented does not bring re- 
siJts, and if action cannot be made 
possible through government activ- 
ity, members of the committee de- 
clared, the farmer has only one al- 
ternative and that is to take -he 
case to congress. There they are 
assured an investigation can lIée had 
and their grievances aired, véith a 
possibility of some legislatich be- 
ing enacted which will preve such 
a condition in the future as exists 
today. 


Hoping Against Hope. 


Senators Smith and Harris, of 
Georgia, and Qverman, of North 
Carolina, conferred at length today 
with the delegates still remaining 
in Washington. They are hoping 
against hope that Secretary Mere- 
dith, with whom they held a long 
conference at the latter’s residence 
last night, may be able to find some 
way out of ‘the present difficulties.

One of the most surprising events 
of the session Friday was the de- 
fense of Governor Harding, of the 
federal reserve system, offered by 
Commissioner Brown, J. A. Brown, 
of North Carolina, and, Governor 
Manning in their convention ad- 
dresses. 

Much Encouragemet. 

“Goveror Harding gave us far 
more encouragement than was in- 
dicated by reports,” said Mr. Brown, 
while the governor of South Caro- 
fina made practically the same 
statement. 

J. A. Brown, who is a prominent 
farmer of Chadbourn, WN. C. stated 
in his address during the afternoon 
session that he was convinced 
“Governor Harding is a friend of 
the farmers and will provide relief 
for us.” Adoption of plans to form 
an export corporation to ship the 
south’s cotton to G2rmany and 
other foreign countriea was urged 
by the speaker, who de2ziarel only 
by excellent co-operation, could 
he agriculturists finaily place 
themselves in an indepenient posi- 
tion. 

Commissioner Brown made the 
first speech of the morning session, 
making a complete report of the 
national conference of agricultural 
interests in Washington -called to 
protest against the curtailment pol- 
icy of Secretary Houston land to 
provide relief from the situation re- 
sulting from the iow market price 
for cotton, 

“One thing we must unite to sup- 
press. That is the propaganda 
which has been spread to prevent 
the ginning of cotton and the use 
of intimidation to prevent gins 
from operating. Burning gins or 
threats to,burn them by night rid- 
ers, any form of lawlessness, is 
pernicious and will work against 
our success.” 

Producer Is Burdened. 

“In my judgment it is wrong as 

a matter of policy to artificially 


- 


ties,” he said, “and it is particu- 
tarly wrong to begin with the new 
commodities for suca a program. 
Such a program inevitably forcer 
upon the producer the neaviest 
burden of reconstruction and read- 
sustir ent. 

“The attitude of Governor Har- 
ding has not been accurately repre- 
sented in the press dispatches from 
Washington,” the commissioner 
said. “I have noticed that we can 
always get very conspicuous front- 
page publicity when Governor Har- 
ding does anything which nas a 
tendency to reduce the price of cot- 
ton, but when he gives expression 
to views on tke other side of the 
question, so that publicity ,would 
help the cotton market, some of the 
newspapers for some reason fail to 
quote him. P 

“Governor Harding laid down two 
propositions which are very impor- 
tant in the present situation: 

“No. 1. That the banks of every 
section of the country ought to be 
able to finance the commodities 
produced in their section for sale 
at prices which will yield profit. to 
the producer, Pa 

“No. 2. The federal reserve bank 
can and will handle all farm paper 
presented to them by the member 
banks. 

Second Proposition. 


“In view of this second proposi- 
tion laid down by Governor Har- 
ding, we earnestly requested him to 
give encouragement to member

Co-operative Marketing. - 


The committee on co-o era 
marketing presented its tite crt 
President of the Georgia Division 
R. W. Mattox late yesterday after- 
noon, criticising the present meth- 
ods of marketing cotton and urg- 
ing that the staplew~be offered for 
Sale’ under a system of co-opera- 
tion based upon sound business 
principles, and that al] staple be 
held until a price covering the cost 
of production is offered. 

The most important sections of 
gp gg ot as follows: 

e find that the present eth- 
ods of marketing cotton pe ear 
by the farmers are _ primitive 
wasteful and highly expensive. We 
urge the continued construction of 
local warehouses until each county 
in the state has sufficient storage 
facilities to care for the crop of 
each county until sold. The ware- 
house 1s the first: necessary link in 
based upon sound business princi- 
the improved handling, financing 
and marketing the .cotton crop. 
These warehouses should in all in- 
Stances be bonded under the fed- 
eral warehouse act or the state act. 
Every bale of cotton stored should 
be graded and stapled by an expert 
licensed grader. 

“The slow marketing of cotton 
under a system of co-operation 
ples we recommend as absolutely 
essential in regulating supplies of 
the raw produ to meet legitimate 
demands and in securing the high- 
est net prices for the staple. 

“We urge all owners of cotton to 
Store the staple and finance their 
pressing obligatsons with ware- 
house receipts, selling no cotton 
until actually demanded for con- 
sumption, and at the price of 40

The senator’s speech here, deliv- 
ered te a crowd of thousands in 
Tomlinson’s hall, concluded a day 
ot hard campaigning through the 
southern half of Indiana. 

Artiele 10 Called Impossible. 

“Sensible men and women will 
wonder,” he said, “at the assump- 
tion of those who, having no prac- 
tical program to offer at home, no 
constructive proposal to make for 
America, should be going the length 
and breadth of the land proposing 
that the league of nations, as nego- 
tiated by the president, should be 
adopted. A democratic president, 
even if*he were elected, would not 
be able to bind the American people 
nor mortgage their conscience and 
their honor under Article 10 for 
the simpie reason that he could 
not summon sufficient votes in con- 
gress to support his program. His 
attempt would result in another 
Stalemate and an unwilling America 
would find herself just where she 
has been ever since the bungled ne- 
gotiations at Paris. 

“THe reason a democratic presi- 
dent could do nothing toward put- 
ttng into effect our membership in 
the ‘league of nations, just’ as it 
stands, is that, behind the repre- 
Sentatives at Washington the Amer- 
ican people have rejected mem- 
bership of that kind. They reject- 
ed it long ago; they will continue 
their refusal to enter the Paris 
league as it stands. The proposal 
of our opponents that the —— 
can people shall accept it as it 
stands, without changes, is an ad- 
ditional effrontery and the Amer- 
ican people are justified in asking: 
How many times must we say no? 

America to Do What She Can. 

“When elected I will immediately 
summon the best minds of America 
to consult and advise as to Amer- 
ica’s relationship to the present as- 
sociation of nations, to modifications 
of it or substitutes for it. I am 
committed to a- policy of America 
doing everything that she can, act- 
ing either independently or with 
other nations, to prevent future 
wars. I place only two qualifica- 
tions upon her contribution. First, 
her contribution shall actually be 
something, to prevent war. Sec- 
ond, America must retain the right 
to exercise her own conscience.” 

The candidate repeated the fol- 
lowing excerpt from his own 
speech of August 28: 

“If in the failed league of Ver- 
sailles there can be found machin- 
ery which the (Hague) tribunal can 
use properly and advantageously, 
by all means let it be appropriat- 
ed. I would even go farther. 
would take and combine al! that is 
good and excise all that is bad from 
both organizations. This statement 
is broad enough to include the sug- 
gestion that if the league has been 
so intertwined and interwoven into 
the peace of Europe that its good 
must be preserved in order to 
stabilize the peace of that conti- 
nent, then it can be amended or 
revised so that we may still have 
a remnant of the world’s aspirations 
of 1918, builded into the world’s 
highest conception of helpful coe 
operation in the ultimate realiza- 
tions.” 

The nominee did not comment dl- 
rectly on this question, following it 
with a suggestion that it would be 
better “to build up /peace through 
justice than to promote the alli- 
ance of armed forces.” 

For Co-operation of Nations. 


“T am for co-operation among na- 
tions. We are not unmindful of the 
new order and we have never fail- 
ed humanity nor turned our back 
on real ‘progress. The senate and 
our party nave recognized much 
good in,a new world fellowship 
a co- -operation, but We insistent- 
ly reject all that menaces America. 
Article 10 is a menace and super- 
r-overnment is repugnant to every 


American ideal. To be practical 
we must separate the wheat from 
the chaff. More than that, I say 
the American people already have 
done so and that the chaff insist- 
ed upon by the democratic candidat? 
has long ago blown down the wind 
to oblivion. 

“There is no issue drawn be- 
tween the president’s league and no 
league or associataion. There nev- 
er has been. But we are against 
the league which was negotiated 
and interwoven with the peace 
treaty in defiance of friendly 
American warning. Few people in 
America are opposed to a new re- 
lationship for nations. In the seén- 
ate we went a long way toward 
accepting the president’s league by 
safeguarding the interests and free- 
dom of America. But the presi- 
dent rejected the covenant after 
our: own republic had been safe- 
guarded. That did not raise the 
issue of the league or no associa- 
tion, but it did raise the issue be- 
tween supergovernment and free 
America. 

Unite on Practical Plan. 


“The first task is to reject the 
impossible, then unite America on 
a practical plan. The most pro- 
gressive step must not be one per- | 
son’s creation, insistently urged. 
We have witnegsed that sort of a 
failure, though a happy one for 
America.” 

The nominee reiterated that ‘the 
nation could not specify a plan now 
“because the world’s affairs are in 
a state of flux, and a detailed plana 
today may beco e useless toward 
and embarrass those who have com- 
mtted themselves to carry it out.” 

He also quoted a passage from 
his Des Moines speech, saying there 
were many conflicting opinions 
which must be reconecHed before the 
entire American people could be 
united behind any sort of program.

“I will n e deceived by thé 
argument that We could agree to 
the Paris league and then creep 
out of our bargain to send our boys 
to Europe at the call of a super- 
government. Such a proposal ranks 
among the most contemptible ever 
presented to an honest pegple.”

Illegal Execution of Prisoners. 

That there had been “ilNegal ex- 
ecution of prisoners” in northern 
Haiti during the winter of 1918-19,

gation the following March,” the 
two generals reported. 

“He transferred the officers 
against whom charges were made, 
but took no further disciplinary ac- 
tion.”

Major Wells as commanding offi- 
cer, the report continued: 

“A number of these witnesses also 
stated that the above mentioned of- 
ficer gave his subordinate officers 
orders to report ‘everything quiet’ 
in _— of the fact that collisions 
with,the bandits were frequently 
taking place. These witnesses also 
stated that, in their opinion, this 
officer desired to conceal the true 
state of affairs from his superiors 
so as to prevent the gendarmes 
‘(native constabulary) under hig 
command from being superceded by 
the marines, who at that time were 
concentrated at Port au Prince and 
Cape Haitian. Some evidence indi- 
cates that.his orders to officers 
were partly responsible for illegal 
executions. 

“Durir the months of November 
and December, 1918, and January, 
1919, several bandit prisoners were 
illegally executed at Hinche by gen- 
darmes acting under orders of their 
officers; and there is strong evi- 
dences thatGarnier Jean, the no- 
tary at Massaide, was killed by the 
gendarme officer on duty at that 
place. 

“We deem it appropriate, how- 
ever, to state at this time that the 
conduct above outlined is not ‘in- 
dicative of the general state of af- 
fairs in the gendarmerie of Haiti, 
but that it constitutes an exception 
to the general rule of good conduct 
on the part of its officers and men.” 


Searched for Report. 


In making public the Russell re- 
port today, Secretary Daniels said 
it was first brought to his atten- 
tion that the report had not been 
received at’ the department when 
reference was made to it in the 
advance copy of a magazine article 
submitted to him.

 * HOW THEY COME TO GRIEF. 

In a recent 1,800-mile automobile 
‘tour I happened to be the first doc- 
tor on the scene in three instruc- 
tive disasters. And now that the 
automobile is coming to be one of 
our ‘big killers it may be worth 
while to consider the preventable 
causes of these three particular ac- 
cidents. j 

The first one occurred in a large 
city. A criver just ahead signaled 
that he intended to turn a left cor- 
ner. He was going along at a speed 
of about twenty miles an hour and 
slowed down very little for the turn. 
He turned a very pretty left corner, 
just a trifle too much to the left, 
and a little flivver scooting hither- 
ward from the left on the side 


our road hog. Fortunately, only 
a few hundred dollars’ worth of ma- 
terial damage was done, aside from 
the ruffled temper of the flivver’s 
captain. At a corner is the place 
of all ee where a driver ought 
to stick to his side of the road and 
leave plenty of room for the un- 
foreseen coming down the left 
street.’ Yet so many drivers do love 
to sweep around a left corner, cut- 
ting off the room that unforeseen 
may unexpectedly demand! 


Event No. 2 was rather more 
foolish and also more serious. A 
big car with an optimum speed of 


35 miles an hour gained on a small 
car with an optimum speed of per- 
haps 25 miles. The big fellow had 
a@ very good horn, for he gave it 
to me and I gave him plenty of 
room. But for some feason he 
didn’t waste a signal on the little 
car ahead—he just trys to slip pert. 
The driver of the little car, how- 
ever, at that moment swerved 
sharply over to the middle of the 
road, and in a jiffy the big car was 
trying to climb a tree over in the 
field. Some ugly cuts by the shat- 
tered windshield were the memen- 
toes carried away by the front seat 
occupants of the big car. They will 
use the signal next time they try 
to pass even the most insignificant 
bus. Toots are cheap—might as 
well use one and be .sure. I am 
glad to say the innocent party of 
this set-to came off without any 
damage. 

The final demonstration was most 
spectacular of all.

The 
hurry-up boy attained the brow 
and found one car stopped on the 
right of the road and another 
speeding toward him on the left.

not only a new effort directed to- 
ward educating our farm boys in 
how to judge the good points of 
pure-bred cattle, hogs and sheep, 
but is the only club of its kind 
in existence in the world. 

Under the plan of agreement 
teams representing the various 
States and foreign nations engaged 
in club work will be sent to the 
Southeastern fair. Each state or 
eountry may send two contestants 
with one alternate to be selected 
by the state agents under the rules 
governing the contest. 

These boys will be taken care of 
in a camp similar to that of the 
Southeastern Boys’ Fair school and 
will have an opportunity to take 
part in the judging of twelve rings 
to consist of Hereford, Angys and 
Shorthorn beef breeds; Jersey, Hol- 
stein and Guernsey dairy cattle; 
Duroc-Jersey, Poland China, Berk- 
shire and Hampshire hogs; South- 
down and Shropshire sheep. No 
club member may. take part who 
has taken part in any interstate 
or hational judging contest prior 
to this year or who has been at 
any time an enrolled student in 
any college teaching agriculture. 


The first prize for the highest 
Scoring team will be a free trip to 
the Royal Live Stock show in Lon- 


Aon, England. The winning team 
will be accompanied by the state 
club leader from the winning team 
state, the county club agent who 
has trained the winner, as well as 
by a club official from the depart- 
ment at Washington.

This contest has excited i 
greatest interest all over the Unk- 
ed States and Canada.

was recognized by the exegu- 
tive committee of the Southeastérn 
fair as an educational opportunity 
worth while fronmevery standpoint.

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WHEAT TAKES RISE 


ONSTRONGMARKE 


Chicago, October 15.—Whea t, 
prices went soaring today, affected 
to a considerable extent by word 
that President Wilson had taken 
up with Governor Allen, of Kan- 
sas, the charges on which Gover- 
nor Allen recently called for an 
embargo against imports of wheat 
from Canada. The market closed 
excited, 8%c to 10%c net ay ith 
with December $2.17% to $2.18%, 
and March $2.02% to $2.03. Corn 
finished 2 to 3 1-2c up and oats 
gained 1 1-8c to 1 1-2c. In provi- 
sions the outcome varied from 25c 
decline to $2.50 advance. 

It was not until the session was 
nearly at an end that the wheat 
trade stampeded in earnest. Dur- 
ing the final half hour especially 
the trade was on a big scale, with 
shorts. covering in a hurry, led by 
a prominent eastern’ speculator. 
Earlier the fluctuations were con- 
fined within ordinary limits, and 
at first prices had tended down- 
ward, influenced by apparent ab- 
sence of export business and by 
gossip that the Canadian govern- 
ment was endeavoring to press for- 
ward the marketing of the crop in 
Canada. Later, however, export 
business: in corn helped to turn 
the wheat market upward, and the 
effect was increased by news that 
Great Britain had bought 1,750,- 
000 bushels of wheat on the Pa- 
cific coast. Attention at the last 
focussed more and more on dével- 
opments in regard to the president 
and Governor Allen. 

Estimates were current that ex- 
port buying of corn in the last 
three days totaled 1,000,000 bush- 
els. 
Oats merely reflected the strength 
of corn and wheat. 

Provisions advanced owing to 
higher quotations on hogs and to 
big export clearances of lard and 
meats.

PEONAGE ALLEGED 
IN ALABAMA MINES 


Indianapolis, Ind., October 15. — 
The United States government will 
be asked by the United Mine Work- 
ers of America to make an investi- 
gation and ascertain whether peon- 
age is practiced in Alabama coal 
mines, it was said at the headquar- 
ters of the organization here today. 
Developments in the strike of coal 
miners in Alabama indicate that 
such is-the case, officials of the or- 
ganization said. 

The United Mine Workers’ Jour- 
nal, in an article published today, 
Says a number of mines in Alabama 
are surrounded by high board 
fences, with small guard houses at 


the openings. At other mines there 
are guard houses, it says, although 
there is no fence. The article points 
out that armed guards are stationed 
in these houses tO prevent anyone 
from entering or leaving the camp 
without permission. 

Not only does the Journal raise 
the peonage question, but it also 
reproduces copies of what it says 
are original blacklist letters sent 
out by the-head employment office 
of the Tennessee Coal, Iron and 
Railroad company, a United States 
Steel corporation subsidiary in Ala- 
bama, to the employment clerks at 
the various mines and plants in 
Alabama. Ina majority of the cases 
the men were dismissed for agita- 
tion, and the United Mine Workers 
say this meant the men either join- 
ed or sought to have other men join 
the union. The Journal says it has 
the original blacklist letters in its 
possession.

TO.QUIT NOVEMBER 1 


Washington, October 15.—The | 
government drive against the high, 
cost of living, abandonment of 
which has been set for November l, 
has cost approximately $500,000, ac- 
cording to figures at the depart- 
ment of justice, which today~ sent 
letters to all fair price organiza- 
tions informing them of the conclu- 
sion of the campaign. 

Department officials - said the 
drive had been successful, but that 


lack of funds had forced the deci- 
Sion to dissolve the organization 
built up for the war on profiteers. 
They pointed to collection of fines 
aggregating more than $275,000 as- 
sessed against convicted profiteers, 
as evidence of the success attained. 
Further fines might be collected, it 
was added, from the more than 
1,600 persons and firms indicted 
through activities of the fair price 
groups. 

Convictions obtained through the 
fair price commissions totaled 181, 
records of the department showed. 
-There remain more than 200 other 
cases where arrests have been 
made, but the trials have not been 
held. Prison sentences imposed 
aggregate ten years and ten months 
in cases already decided. Offi- 
ecials said this represented more 
than forty convictions, since most 
of the sentences were short. 

It was declared that the disso- 
lution of the organization in the 
cost of living campaign would have 
no effect on the department's drive 
against violators of the Lever food 
control act. The attorney general 
was represented as being fully 
convinced that the Lever act had 
made it possible to curb the hoard- 
er and the profiteer, and deter- 
mined to go forward with prose- 
cutions of coal men and others 
against who complaints have 
been made. 

Instructions lately have gone out 
from the department to district at- 
torneys to pay close attention to 
all trade organizations with a view 
to ascertaining whether they have 
operated as a combination in re- 
straint of trade. Officials said the 
trade organizations were so nu- 
merous that this phase of the 
work alone had required the serv- 
ices of more attorneys and agents 
than the department was able to 
supply because of its shortage of 
funds.

Memphis, Tenn., October 15.—Pe- 
titions demanding the recall of Mav- 
or Rowlett Paine and John B. Ed- 
gar, Thomas H. Allen, Horace John- 
son and Charles R. Shannon, city 
commissioners, were filed with C. C. 
Pashby, city clerk, late today by & 
committee of citizens headed by 
James F. Bickers, an attorney. 

Names of 8,697 qualified voters 
were signed to the petitions, ac- 
cording to. the committee. Votes 
cast in the last city election num- 
bered 19,413. Under a law requir- 
ing that such petitions be signed by 
at least 25 per cent of that number, 
the documents filed today, needed 
only 4,853. 

Separate petitions were filed 
against the mayor and each of the 
commissionets. Those against the 
mayor and Commissioners Edgar 
and Allen, alleged malfeasance and 
misfeasance in office and made a 
number of other charges. The pe- 
titions directed against Commis- 
sioners Shannon and Johnson accuse 
them of being careless and indiffer- 
ent in performance of their duties. 

The city’ clerk has ten days in 
which to check the signaturés with 
his books and then must certify to 
the city commission his conclusion 
whether a preper number of citizens 
have signed the petitions. If this 
requirement is found to have been 
complied with, the commission must 
call an election to be held in not 
less than thirty nor more than for- 
ty days. The officials are permit- 
ted to seek re-election. 

Mayor Paine and some of the 
commissioners are said to have ex- 
pressed willingness to go before the 
| voters in an election without test-- 
ing the recall law, but the Citizens’ 
league, which sponsored their elec- 
tion, is reported to have insisted on 
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a legal fight.
